Corn Chowder — Three medium 


sized potatoes, cut in small cubes:

Distribution of the day's im- 
portant news is contemplated so that 
it m.iy bo sent into the sections 
which are reached by trains with 
difficulty. 


The service was starte.d on Mon- 


day of this week, and since that time 
hundred-s of inquiries have been 
made to the department, concerning 
its plans for developing the tele- 
phono sending. 
Amateur stations 


fcavo. reported that tho reports are 
received very clearly. 


Cost of the phones will amount to 


approximately 50 cents a mile de- 
pending on the distance from Madi- 
son it is said. 
Connection can be 


made with a wire fence, or a single 
wire aerial and the reports received 
without further expanse or bother by 
the farmers.

Hungarian Dances, 
Numbers 5 and 6, by Johannes 
Brahms (born in Hamburg in 1833, 
died in Vienna-in 1897:) 


There is something paradoxical in 


the fact that the", musical, composi- 
tions by which:'Jbhannes Brahms is 
perhaps most widely known, among 
all but priifessional.musicians,, owe 
the least, to. liis creative genius and 
present this studious and classical 
composer 'in the guise of a writer of 
tempestuous dance music. 
Yet it 


may be justly said that these dances 
are characteristic of Brahms and he 
might very well have composed these 
numbers that are so widely, accred- 
ited to him. 


Brahms has been called the last of 


the great German masters of music, 
and he represents in a sense the 
culmination 
of 
the 
development 


which their work foreshadowed. At 
an early stage of his career he came 
under the influence of 
Schumann, 


that big-hearted composer and critic 
who was always ready to recognize 
genius. His keen eye discerned at 
once the extraordinary promise of 
this newcomer, and lead him .to aid 
Brahms with invaluable stimulation 
and encouragement. 
The chief ob- 


jects of Brahms' reverent study were 
Bach and Beethoven. Bach's great 
contribution to music is his wonder- 
ful polyphony, the art by which he 
interweaves independent melodies in- 
to a hormonic whole. 
Beethoven's 


chief concern was with the structure 
of music, and he inclines to use one 
melody as theme, and build up his 
composition around it. 
It is the 


merit of Brahms to have combined 
the polyphony of Bach 
with_ the 


structural complexity and solidity of 
Beethoven. 
The supreme examples 


of his art are to be found in his 
symphonies, in his German Eequiem, 
Song of Triumph, and Song of Fate, 
three choral works in which he 
reaches the highest sublimity, and 
in some of his chamber music. It is 
this absolute mastery of the highest 
forms of concerted music which has 
led to the charge that Brahms is 
"academic" and unpleasing. In point 
of fact, no composer has 
created 


lovelier melodies than_ Brahms,_ or 
more melting combinations of voices 
and instruments. His songs alone 
with their unexampled emotional 
eloquence, would be enough to dis- 
prove the thoughtless assertion thai 
Brahms is without charm. There is 
indeed a close analogy between the

Three-four and six-eight 


;ime are virtually unknown in this 
music, but variety is gained by 
abrupt and striking changes in tem- 
po. The structure is very simple, 
each dance being made up of two or 
more sections, each of which is com- 
posed of phrases in 8 or 16 bars, 


No. 6, for instance, begins with a 


bold theme in 8 bars, the first four 
constituting an ascending, the next 
four a descending phase. 
These 8 


oars are then repeated with some mo. 
difications, especially in the second 
quatrain. 
Then the entire 16 bars 


are amplified and played once more. 
Now follows a second theme in 16 
bars, each four of which form a unit, 
terminating in each case with one of 
the characteristic 
gipsy "turns"; 


these' 16 bars are repeated without 
change. A middle section Vivace 
introduces a melody in 12 bars, con- 
sisting of a theme in 3 bars repeated 
with variations four times.-. The fol- 
lowing phrase in 8 bars contains one 
of those rapid changes in tempo for 
which Hungarian music is noted: 
the first two bars drag, tho second 
two ore in tempo, and so on for 
three times more. Now the original 
•Allegro 
is - resumed 
and played 


straight through in 32 bars without 
repeats, with two final bars added 
as an extra flourish. This mechan- 
ical analysis gives no idea of the 
superb energy and vivacity of the 
entire dance. 


Dnnce No. 6 introduce even more 


variations in tempo, and contains al- 
so numerous uses of the grace notes 
and trills that the gipsy player loves. 
The ti;mpo is Vivace, but the first 11 
bars after the introductory bar are 
kept molto sostenuto, and bars 9, 
10, and 11 are still more retarded; 
then suddenly the movement is in 
tempo with a new theme that-finish- 
es the section in 9 bars. Then the 
first section is repeated. The second 
section contains a graceful melody, 
embellished with grace notes, in four 
bars, which is repeated after a con- 
trasting quatrain, then there. is a 
reversion to the second theme of the 
first section, after which the entire 
second section is repeated. 
The 


third or middle section opens molto 
sostenuto with wholly new material 
of a different character in 8 bars, re- 
peated, and followed by 8 bars of 
another theme in tempo vivace, also 
repeated. The third part consists of 
the first section repeated, followed 
by the second section and two bars 
of aterminal flourish. 


The combination of langorous and 


excited passages in these dances, the 
mixture of "wailing melancholy anc 
frenzied joy" helps to interpret the 
proverb which is common in Hun- 
gary "With tears the 
Hungarian 


makes merry."

Chicago 


owns and operate a $70,000,000 water plant, making a profit of 
three million a year on It. 


Duluth supplies its citizens with gas from a municipally 


owned plant at 75 cents per thousand, and made a profit last year 
of $79,000. The plant has been running for over 16 years, and 
.during that time it has earned a large proportion of the $993,- 
000,000 that has been set aside for depreciation, and the plant 
is now valued at over a million and half dollars.
